FOREWORD 


I preface  this  foreword  by  a personal  tribute  to  a man  whose  achieve- 
ments in  his  life-time  in  the  fields  of  commerce,  of  sport,  of  the  arts 
and  our  way  of  life  generally  were  crowned  during  his  later  years  by  his 
successful  leadership  of  lids  Royal  Institute  which  prospered  under  his 
presidency  over  the  last  decade. 

Sir  William  Walkley  died  during  the  year  which  this  Report  reviews. 
Despite  a long  term  of  chronic  illness  which  forced  him  to  relinquish 
many  — if  not  all  — of  his  other  activities  and  interests,  he  sustained 
his  concern  in  and  work  for  the  Institute  until  his  death  on  April  12, 
1976.  His  contributions  over  nearly  20  years  were  very  substantial  indeed 
— not  only  in  terms  of  financial  support  but  in  giving  so  much  of  himself 
for  the  furtherance  of  the  work. 

Having  by  appointment  of  the  Board  and  at  the  unanimous  wish  of  the 
Directors  accepted  the  responsibility  of  succession,  it  is  my  hope  that, 
in  emulation  of  my  late  good  friend,  “W.G."  as  we  affectionately  knew 
him,  I too  can  make  a worthwhile  contribution  as  President. 

During  my  first  five  months  in  office,  I have  received  a great  measure  of 
assistance  from  my  colleagues,  the  Directors.  Without  it  l could  not  have 
functioned  as  President.  1 am  most  grateful. 

The  work  and  time  involved  in  maintaining  an  oversight  of  the  extensive 
services  for  the  children  and  in  planning  for  the  expansion  of  the  School 
for  Multi-Handicapped  Blind  Children  have  been  intensive.  The  various 
Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  under  their  respective  Chairmen  have 
met  whenever  necessary  and  the  soundness  of  recommendations  coming 
forward  from  those  Committees  to  the  full  Board  reflect  the  capacity 
and  worth  of  the  Committees. 

The  assiduity  and  constant  activity  of  the  various  Clubs,  Committees  and 
Auxiliaries  are,  I believe,  an  inspiration  to  all  of  us. 

The  staff,  both  at  The  Centre  and  Head  Office,  have  constantly  demon- 
strated their  regard  for  the  children’s  welfare. 

Finally,  I thank  our  distinguished  Patron,  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  Lady  Culler  for  their  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Institute  which 
is  reflected  in  their  obvious  knowledge  and  awareness  of  so  much  detail 
of  our  work  and  their  ready  response  to  our  every  request  for  assistance.

The  Directors  present  herewith  the  One  Hundred  and 
Fifteenth  Report  of  the  Institute.  The  year  has  been  a 
successful  one  although  the  economic  problems  encoun- 
tered by  the  Nation  have  not  been  mitigated  in  the  case 
of  the  various  welfare  agencies  generally  or  of  this  Royal 
Institute  in  particular. 

The  matters  dealt  with  under  the  heading  “Finance” 
later  in  this  report  and  the  figures  shown  in  the  Revenue 
Account  and  Balance  Sheet  appearing  on  Pages  14  and 
15  will  hopefully  be  read  with  satisfaction  and  with  the 
approval  of  members  and  all  those  w'ho  are  concerned 
with  the  welfare  of  not  only  today’s  children  but  those 
of  posterity. 


THE  CENTRE 

The  operation  at  the  Institute's  Deaf  and  Blind  Children’s 
Centre  at  North  Rocks  is  a complex  one  indeed,  com- 
bining as  it  does  the  special  schools,  residences  and 
nursing  home,  and  demanding  regular  in-depth  examina- 
tion at  Board  level  of  the  existing  policies,  so  that  the 
education  of  and  facilities  and  services  for  our  charges 
maintain  the  highest  standards. 

Your  Board  has  given  much  attention  to  the  development 
and  extension  of  extra-curricular  activities  and  provision 
of  additional  medical,  para-medical,  parent  counselling 
and  welfare  services.  Additional  highly  specialised  and 
costly  technical  equipment  has  been  provided,  such  as 
the  audio  calculators  and  the  Optacons.  (see  page  16). 

The  former  device  provides  an  audible  answer  for  the 
blind  user  to  digital  exercise  on  an  otherwise  conventional 
pocket  calculator.  The  Optacon,  by  use  in  the  right  hand 
of  an  electronic  probe  which  provides  the  outline  of  a 
printed  letter  on  a tactile  matrix  for  the  left  hand,  enables 
the  blind  person  to  read  the  printed  word. 

The  appointment  of  a Physiotherapist,  Speech  Therapist 
and  additional  trained  nursing  staff  has  been  necessitated 
by  the  increase  in  population  of  children  with  a multi- 
plicity of  handicaps,  allied  to  total  blindness  or  severe 
visual  impairement.  Behavioural  modification  programmes 
have  been  organised  and  innovatory  educational  experi- 
ments conducted  by  highly  qualified  and  competent  staff 
with  gratifying  and  sometimes  astoundingly  progressive 
results. 


A typical  problem  was  posed  by  a profoundly  deaf  boy 
who  came  to  us  aged  twelve  years.  He  was  a seriously 
disturbed  compulsive  eater  yet,  despite  this,  weighed  only 
17  kilograms.  Intensive  care  and  special  diet  maintained 
him  at  a static  weight  but,  whenever  removed  from  our 
care  for  weekends,  hospitalisation  or  vacations,  he  lost 
weight.  Arrangements  were  made  for  prolonged  investiga- 
tion at  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for  Children  where  a 
total  of  about  25  Specialists  examined  him  over  a period 
of  13  w'eeks.  Their  suggestions  for  continued  care  have 
been  followed  since  May,  1976,  and  our  Centre  staff 
have  rejoiced  at  every  kilogram  gained  and  groaned  at 
every  kilogram  lost.  The  gain  in  weight  is  only  6 kilo- 
grams after  this  time  of  intensive  effort  but  our  (now  13 
year  old)  protege  is  both  surviving  and  showing  flashes 
of  typical  teenage  independence. 

Key  words  in  the  Institute’s  vocabulary  arc  “understand- 
ing”, “initiative”  and  “co-operation”.  To  understand  the 
problem;  to  initiate  action  to  overcome  it;  and  to  give 
and  receive  co-operation  at  all  levels  in  every  facet  of  the 
overall  operation  is  the  only  way  to  a satisfactory  solution. 

A most  outstanding  advance  during  a challenging  and 
successful  year  was  the  product  of  precisely  such  under- 
standing, initiative  and  co-operation.  This  resulted  in  the 
publication  of  the  N.S.W.  Dictionary  of  Finger  Spelling 
and  Signs,  "Let’s  Talk  With  Our  Hands”.  For  years  the 
direction  and  training  of  child-care  wcTrkers  in  the  resi- 
dences in  communication  with  the  deaf  children  has  been 
one  of  the  greatest  problems. 

The  production  of  “Let’s  Talk  With  Our  Hands"  has  at 
last  provided  an  ‘authority’  on  which  to  base  our  training 
programmes  in  communication  jtnd  language.  In  indivi- 
dual association  with  the  deaf  children  at  the  Centre  the 
staff  are  constantly  concerned  as  to  whether  they  are 
helping  or  hindering  the  child.  The  task  of  communicating 
is  no  longer  considered  to  be  a speciality  of  the  educa- 
tionists alone.  All  staff  who  will  make  the  effort  can  now 
enrich  the  silent  world  of  the  deaf  by  adding  language 
in  the  meaningful  way  outlined  in  the  foreword  and 
instructions  given  on  the  use  of  this  outstanding  resource 
book.  It  resulted  from  the  excellent  co-operation  between 
the  School,  the  Parents  and  the  Board. 

Co-operation  has  been  given  intelligently,  sympathetically 
and  understandingly  by  almost  every  visitor  who  has  been 
welcomed  onto  the  North  Rocks  Centre  throughout  the 
year.  The  welding  together  of  the  North  Rocks  and  Head 
Office  administrations  in  these  instructive  Public  Rela- 
tions exercises  has  been  of  overall  benefit  to  the  children 
who  have  been  able  to  meet  an  abundance  of  many  types 
of  people  from  all  walks  of  life  with  many  skills  and  a 
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varietv  of  social  backgrounds.  This  has  been  done  without 
denying  the  children  their  basic  rights  to  receive  an 
education  and  without  too  great  an  invasion  of  their 
periods  of  instruction.

FINANCE 

This,  of  course,  is  of  prime  importance  and  a source  of 
constant  concern  and  consideration  to  the  Directors  and 
particularly  so  to  the  Finance  Committee  which  meets 
regularly  and  frequently  to  assess  and  report  and  recom- 
mend on  the  developing  position  in  funding.  Your  Direc- 
tors are  happy  to  be  able  to  vouch  the  soundness  of  the 
Institute’s  financial  position,  its  fiscal  policies  and  overall 
administration,  and  to  report  that  the  Board’s  directions 
have  been  capably  implemented  by  management. 

Although  operating  expenditure  has  increased  by 
$354,000  a substantial  proportion  of  this  has  been  to 
meet  costs  of  additional  services  provided  for  the  children. 

Additional  admissions  of  Multi-Handicapped  Children 
have  accounted  for  a further  proportion.  The  actual  in- 
crease of  cost  against  last  year’s  basic  cost  structure 
was  18%. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  Federal  and 
State  Governments  for  the  substantial  financial  support 
given,  to  an  extent  of  $783,770,  in  subsidies  and  capital 
grants,  a substantial  increase  on  the  previous  year’s 
revenue  from  these  sources. 

The  income  from  legacies  decreased  by  $48,033  to  a 
figure  of  $259,091. 

Capital  Investments  have  improved  by  $236,000  to  a 
total  of  $564,000.  This  sum  is  still  regarded  by  your 
Board  as  being  scarcely  adequate. 

The  record  income  of  $2,072,029  was  an  increase  of 
47%  on  the  total  receipts  for  the  previous  year  and 
reflects  creditably  on  all  concerned.  Your  Board  ack- 
nowledges the  value  of  these  efforts  most  gratefully  and 
is  very  much  aware  of  the  unflagging  zeal  of  the  Clubs, 
Committees  and  Auxiliaries  and  of  the  continuing  gener- 
osity of  the  Institute’s  many  good  friends  and  supporters. 


FORWARD  PLANNING 

The  Board’s  pioneering  of  the  first  programme  in  Aus- 
tralia designed  to  educate  Multi-Handicapped  Blind 
Children  became  operative  in  1974  when  a new  unit 
housing  both  residence  and  school  was  designed  and  built 
for  these  severely  handicapped  children.  The  pilot  pro- 
gramme accepted  12  children  all  with  severely  visual  im- 
pairment and  with  a great  variety  of  multiple  handicaps. 

The  success  so  quickly  achieved  by  the  Board’s  teaching 
staff  in  this  area  has  made  possible  the  extension  of  the 
programme  to  provide  for  those  numbers  of  Multi-Handi- 
capped children  presently  awaiting  admission. 

In  order  to  make  possible  the  necessary  expansion  and  to 
provide  the  buildings  and  equipment,  your  Board  has 
set  aside  $411,000  which  has  been  transferred  to  a 
Special  Project  Account.  This  is  shown  on  the  financial 
statement  appearing  on  Page  15.

but  the  Institute  is  required  to  meet  its  20%  share  of 
the  capital  expenditure  which  is  estimated  at  $2,500,00(1 
from  its  own  resources  and  is  not  permitted  to  seek 
loan  moneys  for  this  purpose. 

With  the  support  so  generously  pledged  by  the  Royal 
New  South  Wales  Bowling  Association,  it  is  confidently 
expected  the  building  will  commence  towards  the  end 
of  1977. 


BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

Sir  Kenneth  Humphreys  was  invited  to  join  the  Board 
during  the  year. 

In  accepting  appointment  as  a Director,  Sir  Kenneth 
confirmed  his  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  children.  Sir 
Kenneth  was  appointed  a Life  Governor  of  the  Institute 
in  1969  in  recognition  of  outstanding  service.  He  has 
maintained  his  constant  concern  and  continued  his  active 
interest. 

His  business  experience  and  acumen  is  a valuable  asset 
and  is  acknowledged  and  appreciated  by  his  colleagues. 
The  Directors  record  their  pleasure  in  the  appointment 
as  a Member  of  the  Most  Excellent  Order  of  the  British 
Empire  of  the  Board’s  Honorary  Secretary,  W'alter 
Hasemer.  Mr.  Hasemer  has  given  long  and  devoted 
service  for  over  twenty  years  and  her  Majesty’s  recog- 
nition is  well  deserved.

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It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  record  the 
deaths  during  the  year  of  two  distinguished 
members  of  the  Board,  the  President,  Sir  William 
Walkley,  C.B.E.,  and  Sir  Leslie  Hooker,  both 
of  whom  had  given  long  service  to  the  welfare  of 
handicapped  children  in  this  State. 


SIR  WILLIAM  WALKLEY,  C.B.E. 

Sir  William  took  a prominent  part  in  raising 
funds  to  finance  the  schools  for  dually  handi- 
capped deaf  and  blind  children  during  the  early 
1960's.  Subsequently  he  joined  the  Board  and 
was  elected  President  in  1965,  an  office  he  held 
until  his  death  in  April,  1976. 

He  was  widely  known  as  the  founder  of  Ampol 
Petroleum  Limited,  and  the  pioneer  of  the  post- 
war search  for  oil  in  Australia.  He  also  assisted 
a wide  range  of  sporting  activities  throughout 
the  Commonwealth  by  his  generous  sponsorships. 
The  cause  dearest  to  his  heart  however,  was  the 
welfare  of  the  children  at  the  Deaf  and  Blind 
Children's  Centre. 


SIR  LESLIE  HOOKER 

Sir  Leslie  too,  was  one  of  Australia’s  most 
dynamic  businessmen,  and  like  Sir  William,  was 
a self-made  man,  who,  from  tiny  beginnings  built 
the  Hooker  Corporation  into  a huge  real  estate 
empire  with  allied  interests.  He  took  a keen 
and  active  interest  in  many  charitable  organi- 
sations and  was  particularly  concerned  with  the 
problems  of  deaf  and  blind  children. 

A Vice-President  of  Sydney  Hospital,  Sir  Leslie 
was  also  a Life  Governor  of  the  Royal  Institute 
for  many  years.  He  joined  the  Board  in  1973 
and  was  an  active  member  until  his  death  in 
April  1976. 

The  Board  extends  its  deepest  sympathy  to  Lady 
Walkley  and  to  Lady  Hooker  and  members  of 
her  family. 


REGIONAL  OFFICES 

After  considerable  investigation,  it  was  decided  to  open 
a new  regional  office  of  the  Royal  Institute  at  Wollon- 
gong to  cater  for  the  Ulawarra  District,  and  Mrs.  Barbara 
Quintrell  has  been  appointed  Administrator. 

There^  are  now  nine  children  from  the  Ulawarra  District 
in  residence  at  the  Centre  and  the  Administrator  acts  as 
a liaison  between  officers  of  the  Department  of  Education, 
the  Health  Commission.  Special  Schools  and  Parents 
whose  children  would  benefit  from  the  care  and  facilities 
available  at  the  Centre. 

The  Ulawarra  District  embraces  the  area  from  National 
Park  to  Bateman’s  Bay  and  includes  the  Southern 


Tablelands  and  the  towns  of  Moss  Vale,  Bowral  and 
Mittagong.  We  have  two  vigorous  Lantern  Clubs  in  this 
area,  at  Wollongong  and  Dapto  and  it  is  hoped  that 
additional  Clubs  will  be  formed  in  the  future. 

Our  well-established  Northern  Branch,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Colin  Styman  again  functioned  successfully  dur- 
ing the  year  both  in  the  areas  of  welfare  and  fund- 
raising. 

In  addition  to  the  Golden  Light  Committee  in  Newcastle, 
there  are  now  five  Lantern  Clubs  operating  in  the  area; 
Manning  Valley,  Cessnock,  Maitland,  Belmont  and  Beres- 
field.  Each  of  these  Clubs  had  eminently  satisfactory 
fund-raising  years  which  reflects  great  credit  on  these 
indefatigable  committees  and  members. 
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Your  Board  maintains  close  liaison  with  organisations 
having  common  interests.  These  include  both  voluntary 
agencies  and  Government  instrumentalities.  Federal  and 
State. 

The  Directors'  policy  of  maintaining  meaningful  dialogue 
with  overseas  and  Australian  organisations  continues.  The 
resulting  awareness  of  development  at  home  and  abroad 
ensures  that  we  are  abreast  of  latest  techniques  and 
developments  in  the  fields  of  blind  and  deaf  welfare,  with 
emphasis  upon  education  and  training. 

Contact  with  the  Adult  Deaf  Society  of  N.S.W.,  the 
Royal  Guide  Dogs  for  the  Blind  Association  of  Australia, 
the  Royal  Blind  Society  of  N.S.W.  and  the  Association 
of  Blind  Citizens  of  N.S.W. , as  well  as  with  kindred 
organisations  in  other  States,  is  maintained.  Regular 
dialogue  continues  with  the  American  Foundation  for 
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Girl-Guiding  is  a fine 
interest.  Here  a blind 
girt  is  shown  knot-tying 
by  a sighted  member  of 
the  troop.

He  is  a member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Australian  Council  for  Rehabilitation  of  the  Disabled 
and  of  its  N.S.W.  Liaison  Committee.  He  is  Chairman  of 
the  Council's  Working  Party  on  Residential  Care  and  of 
the  Council's  newly-formed  sub-committee  on  Public 
Relations.  Mr.  Swaine  is  a Member  of  the  Committee 
on  Asian  Affairs  of  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare 
of  the  Blind  as  Australian  representative. 

In  addition  to  acceptance  of  some  administrative  and 
functional  responsibilities  for  certain  Australian  national 
bodies,  your  Institute  supports  them  by  substantial  finan- 
cial assistance. 

The  annual  cost  of  affiliation  fees  and  grants  to  assist  in 
the  national  welfare  of  the  blind  and  deaf  amounts  to 
S4265.  This  item  is  included  in  the  Accounts  published 
on  pages  14  and  15  of  the  Annual  Report. 


DEAF  EDUCATION  RESEARCH 

Our  Research  Feliow  into  the  education  of  the  deaf.  Miss 
Angela  Wilson,  inspected  the  educational  facilities  for 
the  deaf  and  partially  deaf  in  Perth  during  the  year.  She 
also  attended  Seminars  and  conferences  on  special  educa- 
tion in  Melbourne,  Brisbane  and  Sydney.  Her  major 
research  programme  was  a curriculum  development 
project  at  the  North  Rocks  Central  School  for  Deaf 
Children. 

She  also  gave  assistance  and  guidance  to  the  staff  of 
the  Deaf/Blind  Trainable  School  at  North  Rocks  and 
studied  behaviour  problems  among  deaf  girls  within  the 
boarding  establishment  at  the  Centre. 

She  has  given  much  of  her  own  free  time,  outside  her 
Research  Programme,  in  advising  and  assisting  with  many 
ot  the  children’s  communication  problems. 


INTERNATIONAL  DEAF/BLIND  SEMINA] 

The  Royal  Institute  was  host  to  the  Sixth  Internation 
Seminar  of  Teachers  °f  the  Deaf/Blind  which  was  he 
fo  hecDl“a  and  Blind  Children’s  Centre  from  Augu 
- to  September  3,  during  the  Spring  School  holidays. 
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More  than  240  educationists  from  1 1 countries  and  from 
every  State  of  the  Commonwealth  attended  the  Seminar, 
which  was  opened  officially  by  our  President,  Sir  Garfield 
Barwick. 

The  conference  was  organised  by  the-  Royal  Institute, 
the  New  South  Wales  Education  Department  and  the 
International  Committee  for  Education  of  the  Deaf/Blind, 
and  was  the  most  comprehensive  of  its  nature  ever  held 
in  Australia. 

In  his  opening  address,  Sir  Garfield  Barwick  commented 
on  the  wide  range  and  depth  of  topics  on  the  agenda. 
He  stressed  the  complexities  of  the  task  of  giving  the 
benefits  of  communcations  to  the  deaf/blind. 

A remarkable  address  was  given  by  Dr.  Richard  Kinney, 
President  of  the  Hadley  School  for  the  Blind,  Winnetka, 
Illinois,  who  is  profoundly  deaf  and  totally  blind,  having 
lost  his  sight  at  the  age  of  seven  and  his  hearing  at  the 
age  of  20.  While  he  gave  his  speech  orally,  he  used  an 
interpreter  to  translate  the  questions  to  him. 

Outstanding  papers  were  delivered  by  experts  in  facets 
of  the  education  and  training  of  the  deaf/blind.  These 
have  been  collated  and  printed  in  book  form  by  the 
Royal  Institute  as  a community  service.  Copies  of  this 
book  are  available  from  the  Institute  at  a nominal  charge 
of  $5.00  post  free.

The  Telethon  was  officially  launched  by  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter, The  Hon.  Malcolm  Fraser.  A fabulous  line-up  of 
television  and  showbiz  stars  offered  their  services  free 
to  Channel  10  to  support  a programme  of  non-stop 
entertainment,  to  take  calls  and  to  acknowledge  donations. 
Among  the  personalities  w'ere  Ernie  Sigley,  Paul  Hogan, 
Barry  Crocker,  Abigail,  Tommy  Hanlon,  Stuart  Wagstaff, 
Denise  Drysdale,  John  Connell,  the  stars  of  No.  96  and 
The  Box,  The  Celebrity  Game,  and  dozens  of  other 
prominent  entertainers.  To  receive  thousands  of  calls 
which  poured  in  from  donors,  a bank  of  120  telephones 
was  manned  at  the  Channel  10  Studios  by  over  a 
thousand  members  of  the  Sydney  Rotaract  Movement  in 
continuous  relays.  The  assistance  and  unstinting  services 
of  these  wonderful  young  men  and  women  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  both  benefitting  organisations. 

The  McDonalds  Hamburger  Chain  pulled  out  all  stops 
to  assist  the  drive  for  funds.  Weeks  ahead  of  the  Tele- 
thon thousands  of  brightly-coloured  collection  tins  were 
distributed  through  all  their  suburban  outlets  and  children 
were  invited  to  take  a tin,  collect  in  their  area,  and  receive 
a free  Big  Mac  hamburger  when  they  returned  it.
